Exclusive of the National Military Establishment there was an 
increase of 1,627 from the December total of 1,137,634 to the January 
total of 1,139,261. . 

Total civilian employment within the United States for the National 
Military Establishment for January was 945,531 an increase of 55,378 
over the December figure of 890,153. E 

The Office of the Secretary of Defense increased 76 from the Decem- 

- ber figure of 1,957 to the January figure of 2,033. 

The Department of the Army civilian personnel within the United 
States increased 22,531 from the December figure of 389,134 to the 
January figure of 411,665. 

The Department of the Air Force civilian personnel within the 
United States increased 13,011 from the December figure of 160,808 
to the January figure of 173,819. 

The Department of the Navy civilian personnel within the United 
States increased 19,760 from the December figure of 338,254 to the 
January figure of 358,014. 


OUTSIDE CONTINENTAL UNITED STATES 
(See table II, p. 9) 


Outside continental United States, Federal personnel increased 3,589 
from the December total of 156,894 to the January total of 160,483. 

An increase of 579 was reported by the departments and agencies 
other than the National Military Establishment from the December 
total of 58.606 to the January total of 59,185. 

Total civilian employment outside continental United States for 
the National Military Establishment increased 3,010 from the Decem- 
ber total of 98,288 to the January total of 101,298. 

The Office of the Secretary of Defense reported one employee over- 
seas. 

The Department of the Army reported an increase of 1,214 in over- 
seas civilian employment from the December figure of 44,864 to the 
January figure of 46,078.

INDUSTRIAL EMPLOYMENT 
(See table IV, p. 10) 


Total industrial employment during the month of January 1951 
increased 38,733 from the December total of 621,054 to the January 
total of 659,787. 

Industrial employment in the departments and agencies other than 
the National Military Establishment decreased 821 from the Decem- 
ber figure of 25,148 to the January figure of 24,327. 

The National Military Establishment increased its total industrial 
employment 39,554 from the December figure of 595,906 to the Janu- 
ary figure of 635,460. 

The Department of the Army reported an increase of 14,550 from 
the December figure of 237,258 to the January figure of 251,808. 
Inside continental United States Army industrial employment in- 
creased 13,561; and outside continental United States Army industrial 
employment increased 989. 

The Department of the Air Force reported an increase of 8,636 from 
the December figure of 109,484 to the January figure of 118,120. 
Inside continental United States Air Force industrial employment 
increased 8,258; and outside continental United States there was an 
increase of 378. 

The Department of the Navy reported an increase of 16,368 from 
the December figure of 249,164 to the January figure of 265,532. 
Inside continental United States, Navy industrial employment 
increased 15,129; and outside continental United States there was an 
increase of 1,239. 

The term “industrial employees’’, as used by the committee, refers 
to unskilled, semiskilled, skilled, and supervisory employees paid by 
the Federal Government who are working on construction projects 
such as airfields and roads and in shipyards and arsenals. It does not 
include maintenance and custodial employees.
